REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


For the third time the Synod is meeting in Racine, the “Belle 
City” on the beautiful shores of Lake Michigan. This city was 
founded in the year 1834. She now boasts a population of about 
65,000 and is one of the most substanial and rapidly growing cities 
in the Northwest. Although the most of the early settlers were of 
Lutheran stock, no work among them in the English language was 
undertaken until fifty-seven years after the city’s founding. But in 
1891 the Rev. W. K. Frick, the pastor of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Milwaukee, for but two years, announced services for Thursday, Octo- 
ber 138, 1891, in the Scandinavian Lutheran Church. No permanent 
results followed this effort, and for seven years more no pecan work 
was attempted. 


It is interesting that when the beginnings of this convention 
church were made in 1898 it was two laymen from Minneapolis, that 
furnished the necessary funds. They were J. A. Bohn and C. A. 
Smith. Due to their liberality, a student: of the Chicago Lutheran 
Theological Seminary was engaged to canvass the city and organize 
the work. That man is with us at this convention in the person of | 
the Rev. C. K. Lippard, D. D., missionary on furlough from Kobe, 
Japan, where most of the intervening years of his life have been 
spent. Student Lippard held the first service on May 8, 1898, in 
Emmanuel Danish Lutheran Church. On May 22 the Sunday School 
was opened, and on September 4, 1898, the English Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church of the Holy Communion was organized in the Y. M. C: A. 
hall, where services were held until the church secured {ts own build-. 

In 1905 Holy Communion Church entertained the Synod of the 
Northwest at its Fifteenth Annual Convention. At that time the 
congregation worshipped in a relatively new building on the corner 
of Washington Avenue and Tenth Street, the church which housed 
the congregation until a year ago when the rapid growth of the 
congregation made it 
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‘

above all in consecration to the charge which He has committed unto 


us. | 
The State of the Churches 


One of the constitutional functions of the Synod is to execute 
wise and scriptural plans for the educating of the young and the in-— 
crease of an efficient ministry, and to oversee ministers and congre- 
gations. In order to do this, the president is obligated to exercise 
pastoral oversight of the congregations and is enjoined to report in 
writing on the state of the churches. To that end blanks have been 
sent to every pastor of the Synod, and to the secretaries of vacant 
congregations. The blanks used have been prepared by the Statis- — 
tical and Church Year Book Committee of the United Lutheran 


-Church in America, and embody the results of many years of church 


and congregational experience. : 
_ The cooperation of the pastors in filling out and returning these 
reports promptly has been very gratifying. While there are a few 
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who do not seem to appreciate the value of gathering such informa- 


tion, and others who are inclined to be rather facetious in their re- 
plies, on the whole great care has been given to supplying the in- 


formation asked for. If the filling out of the State of the Church 


blanks should have no value other than that of the self examination 


it necessitates in the congregation, it would be worth while for that 


alone. Likewise it is the best guage the Synod has of its condition 
and accomplisments as a whole. 


There is no end to the conclusions that may be drawn from a 


study of these reports. Those that follow are only the most obvious. 
The standing committees of the Synod might well examine them more 


- closely from their own respective viewpoints, and to that end the re- 
ports are kept on file for future reference. 


73 pastors returned the reports, covering eighty congregations. 
Those not at hand are Madison, La Crosse, Cedarburg, Duluth, Grand 
Forks, Redemption, Milwaukee, Middletown, Columbus,: Manning, and 
Silver Lake. 


Public Worship 


41 congregations report an increase in church attendance, 25 no 
change, and only 4 a decrease. 


Evening and mid-week services are practically passe except in 
the smaller communities and in Lent. 15 report regular evening 
services of various types, and none, midweek. 3 ialeiaatsiat:. have 
instituted a double morning service. 


Serious efforts are being made in a few cases to reestablish the | 


family altar. Only nine congregations report it in use in more than 
half of the families, and these, with one exception, are all in the 
small or rural communities. There is evidence, however, that pastor- 
al care in this direction is bearing fruit where it is exércised. No 
more vital remedy of modern spiritual and social ills can be found 
than a devotional family atmosphere. It has at least chronological 
precedence over the Church in God’s dispensation. 


Lutheran Practice 


Traditional Lutheran practice is general in the Synod. | There is 
practical unanimity in the observance of the chief church festivals, 
except Epiphany when it falls on a week day, and Ascension Day. 


Lent is universally observed by Sunday evening or midweek services, 


or both, the purposes being devotional and evangelistic. 


Only 4 congregations have less than four communion seasons a 
year. There is an increase in those having more. 18 observe five, 


14 six, 2 eight, and 2 twelve. Only one holds a preparatory service ~ 
on a day previous to the Lord’s Supper mee in Holy Week, when 4 


observe this practice. 

All instruct non-Lutherans before membership and receive them by 
confirmation or profession. All but 8 hold two veer catechetical 
enna and 3 require three years. 
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Sunday School 

The authorized Lutheran Literature is used in all but 2 Sunday 
Schools. In both of these the situation is being corrected. There are 
70 adult Bible classes with a total enrollment of 1,257. 8 have two, 
4 three, 2 four, and 1 six such classes. 

An average of 82% of the Sunday school attendance also attends 
church. In several rural communities almost all do so, and one city 
church reports 100%. 54 use the duplex er those not doing 
so being largely in the country. 

In 18 congregations the deacons do not work in the Sunday school, 
and in only 7 are there four or more taking part. It should be im- 
pressed upon Church councils that they are specifically charged with 
responsibilities in the Church’s educational work, and members should 


_ be elected with a view to their qualifications and interest in this di-— 


rection no less than in others. In addition to Sunday schonl work, 


_ the opportunities for week day religious training given by arrange- 


ment with the public school boards in some cities, and for Bible 
schools in vacation time, are greater each year. In this age of mate-| 
rialistic philosophy and looseness in home discipline, the Church’s 
care and training of children in every way possible is no less than 


imperative. Yet only $6,301 was reported budgetted for education by 


16 congregations, 4 reporting $1,081 for Sunday schools, 5, $1,505 for — 
week day religious schools, and 4, $350 for daily vacation Bible 


~ schools. In the ow of cases the Sunday schools are self sup- 


porting. 

In 18 congregations the pastor is Sunday school iiaailbavaient. 
In 38 he teaches a class. In 22 he exercises general oversight, sub- 
stituting when necessary in some, and in only one does he report 
having no part, except in three parishes where the schedule of church 


services prevents his presence. 


That the Sunday schools are actual and potential sources of 
church increase is evident from the reports showing 220 Sunday 
school children baptized during the year, 992 confirmed, 189 remain- 
ing unbaptized, and 1,836 parents or families of Sunday school chil- 
dren not members of the congregations. Only 124 children of our 


- church members are reported as attending other schools. We hope — 


they are all among the children of the 1,836. 


Church Societies 


Four reports show societies that are entirely social in character. 
Two are Luther Leagues and two are women’s. 32 report difficulty 
in holding young people. The suggested solutions come from those 
having it except one, which apparently is efficacious. That pastor 
suggests “Be human and tolerant. Don’t continually carp and criti- 


cize.”’ 48 have Brotherhoods, 26 being affiliated. The total member- 


ship is 1,986.. 8 are reported not successful. 
There is no place on the State of the Church blanks for an ap- 


praisal of the various women’s organizations. This appears to bs a — 
serious omission. Unofficial and random reports would indicate that 
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the women’s societies are powerful infinenbes, a few for irritation, 
but generally for good. A definite my of this subject would be 

Church Finances 


‘The Synod is practically uniform in methods of congregational 
finance. While 11 congregations still depend partially upon organ- 
izativns and unscriptural devices to supplement free will giving, only 
8 do not use the duplex envelope. All but 8 operate under a budget 
system, and only six do not have the every member canvass. It is 
interesting to learn that there are 18,880 contributors to Current Ex- 
pense and 15,662 to benevolence. 3 congregations report no pledges 
for benevolence. 15 report substantial contributions from non-mem- 
bers. | 
20 do not send quarterly statements to subscribers. Only 19 have 
separate benevolence treasurers. 22 report that they do not remit 
benevolences monthly to the treasurer of the Synod. In these mat- 
ters there is room for improvement. The treasurer of the Synod 
sends an itemized monthly statement of his receipts from congrega- 
tions and Sunday schools to your president. While the latter does 
not deem it his duty to act as a continual prod to congregations that 
are remiss in these things, yet he feels a definite responsibility in the 
matter. While constantly striving to inspire greater cooperation, he 
does not hesitate when occasion demands to call the attention of 
pastors to their irregularity toward and ——— of, the rules 
governing synodical finance. 


13 congregations have increased their pastors’ salaries during 
the year. Congregations should always be ready to share with the 
pastor their developing prosperity, and to recognize his increasing 
needs in keeping pace with the rising standards of living, especially 
when he has a growing family. 

23 parishes furnish parsonages. 2 pay the pastors’ rent. 37 pay 
for his telephone and 33 for his office supplies. 7 furnish an automo- 
bile and 5 help toward its upkeep. 


Property improvements totalled $340,444, of which $332,915 added 
to the real value. 11 report having parish houses, and consider them 


of great help in the church work. All but six report having ad- 


equate insurance on the property, and its condition ts reported as 
generally good. Only two report property in bad condition. 

: The care of church records sees some imprcvement. 4 churches 
have built-in vaults. These should be included in every new building. 
18 have safes, 14 rent boxes in banks. The rest have no stated place 


for records. All but 13 report the records in good order. 7 say 
“fair” and 6 say “not.” 9% do not cover the history of the Church. 


Is it not appropriate that for the 40th anniversary of the Synod a 


real History be prepared, including a sketch of each congregation? 
The secretaries, treasurers, and financial secretaries in general 
seem to be considered efficient. Only 7 financial officers do not make 
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NLD. 


monthly reports, and only 8 congregations fail to have treasurer’s 
reports audited. Only 4 have no bank accounts. 9 report organiza- 
tions without bank accounts but five report a common treasury for 
congregation and organizations. 138 have their treasurers bonded. 

21 have some kind of a voucher system. 3 pastors do not report to 
the Church Councils regularly. 19 congregations are remiss in filin™ 
officers’ reports. 

“The Parish Register” 

Evidently the pastors were confused in their replies to the ques- 
tion concerning “The Parish Register.” Ten reported No, but most of 
them no doubt understood it to refer specifically to the new publica- 
tion of the Statistica a Committee of the U. L. C. A., while many who 
answered “Yes” did’ not so understand it. This Réotater is devised 
to conform with the Parochial Report blanks, and is strongly rec»om- 
mended for new congregations and others as soon as a change from 
older books can advantageously be made. 


Miscellaneous 


Growing Churches must choose between a eke staff and an over- 
burdened pastor with an undernourished flock. 4 congregations re- 
port full time, and 4 part time, secretaries. One a an educa- 
tional worker, and one a deaconess. 

6 congregations report branch Sunday schools, two peporting two 


each. 
24 report no inner mission work of any kind. Either these do 
not understand what it means, or they are not reflecting the Spirit of 
Christ in their communities. They should read the report of Presi- 
dent Knubel before the Erie Convention of the U. L. C. A., and the 
report of our own Inner Mission committee, and then act accordingly. 

39 report weekly bulletins, and 12 monthly parish papers. 5 have 
newspaper advertising on their budget, and 15 have regular corre- 
spondents to give news to the papers. | 

The average percentage of men composing church membership is 
43%. Of leaders reported in congregations, 345 are men and 424 
women. One reports “No male leaders; all female.”

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Vacancies 


At no time within the Synodical year have there been more than 
two simultaneous vacancies of more than two weeks without a call 
having been issued to and accepted by a pastor or senior student. At 
the time of writing there are two vacancies, and if both are filled by 
pastors from the Synod or graduating students your president will 
have to begin looking beyond the Synod for available ministers. 
There is therefore less reason to fear an oversupply of pastors than 
- last year, and there is reason to believe that there will be a shortage 
_ before the next year becomes history. 


A Gracious 


Again the vieitatie Lord has spared the ranks of the Synod ae 
depletion by the death of any pastors. His hand has been heavy, 
however upon the heart of one of the Patriarchs, by the calling into 
Life of Mrs. Mary Hazlett McConnell on November 4, 1928. The 
President of the Synod preached the funeral sermon at Church’s 
Ferry, North Dakota November 8. Addresses were made by the 
Rev. W. P. Gerberding and the bereaved pastor, the Rev. C. Luther 
McConnell, D. D., who gave a beautiful testimony to his sustaining 
faith. 

At the present writing the Rev. J. N. Lenker, D. D., is suffering 
a partial paralysis, following a stroke, and is confined to a hospital 
bed in Minneapolis. The prayern of me Synod should ascend in his 
behalf. 
(Note: After this report was in the hands of the printer, the 
Rev. J. N. Lenker, D. D., was called into life eternal. Adequate in-

Recommendations of the U. L. C. A. 


The United Lutheran Church in America, at its biennial conven- 
tion in Erie, Pa., referred several matters to the constituent synods 
for consideration and action.

A new Model Constitution for Congregations has been prepared 
and is recommended. Your president recommends that this be re- 
ferred to the Synod’s committee on Reception @f Congregations for 
- comparison with the model at present in use by the Synod, and recom- 
mendation. | 


: A new plan for the presentation of U. L. C. A. causes to synods 
was adopted, and is being observed by the representatives appointed 
- in accordance therewith and by this Synod at this Convention. 


It is recommended that the year 1929 be used as an especial oc- 


casion for evangelism by catechization, in view of the quadricenten- 
nial of Luther’s Small Catechism. Pages 97 and 98, Minutes Erie 


Convention, 
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The U. L. C. A. Committee on Evangelism have prepared plans 
for use of congregations, and the Erie Convention resolved to set a 
goal for congregations, synods, and the entire Church, of an increase 
of 10% in membership, annually. Pp. 288 and 290. Your president 
recommends that this be referred to the Se¥en Year —— Com- 
mittee. 

The Board of Foreign Missions was authorized to present special 
appeals to congregations for funds to liquidate its indebtedness in the 
Epiphany Seasons of 1929 and 1980.

“(3) Whenever a pastor of a congregation is available, a retired 
clergyman or clergyman not serving under direct call of the Church 
should perform ministerial acts only with the approval and authoriza- 
tion of the pastor in charge where such acts are sought. Every 
ministerial act performed under such conditions should be promptly 
and correctly entered upon the records of the congregation within 
which the act is performed. This applies even to clergymen serving 
the Church otherwise than as pastors of congregations.” 


“(4) Retired clergymen, or clergymen serving the Church other- 
wise than as pastors of congregations, should not be selected as lay 


representatives from any congregations in order that the object of 


lay representation should be faithfully observed.” 


Attention is called to the forthcoming publication of a new Altar : 
Edition of the Common Service Book, plans for the publication of 
additional occasional services, and a new Music Edition of the Com- 


mon Service Book. Pp. 109-118. 


Educational Year, 1930. 

With Reference to Educational Year, 1930, the —o resolu- — 
tions are especially pertinent to this Synod: 

“Second, that Synods interested in the financing of the institu- 
tions on their territory during the year, be advised to organize this 
educational appeal, as to details, each in its own way to its own con- 
stituency with such help as may be available and desirable in the re- 
sults of the consultations referred to above” (Consultations between — 
the Board of Education, Synodical Presidents, and agencies). P. 395. 


“Third, That all pastors of the Church be requested to take occa- 


sion frequently during the year 1930 to stress the cause of Christian | 
Education and in every way to lay this burden of the adequate sup- 


port of our colleges and seminaries upon the hearts of all our people, 
and to cooperate heartily with the representatives of eed institutions 


in making this appeal successful.” 


In this connection it would be'a grievous omission not to aibhilion 
with profound gratitude to God, the great blessings He has bestowed 
upon our Northwestern Seminary within the year. Not only has this 
institution received substantial additions to its endowment, but it has 
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contributed pastors to four, and possibly six of the Synod’s congrega- 
tions, one to the Nebraska Synod, one to the Pacific Synod, and two 
to non U. L. C. A. Synods. 
These things are sure and scteln, evidence of the blessings of 
the Lord upon our Seminary, and of His will that it continue to serve 
the Church. In the light of this His favor, the time would seem to be 


propitious for a wholehearted and determined synod-wide effort 
to bring our Seminary to the attention of all our people in 1930 as 


recommended in the above resolutions of the U. L. C. A., with a view 
to give it an adequate endowment and equipment. 
Carthage College, while in no official way connected with this 
Synod, is yet definitely related to it in several ways. It has supplied 
many of our pastors and laity with their collegiate training. Our 
Wisconsin Conference has contributed liberally to its endowment. 
Some_of our pastors are on its Board, and its retiring president is a 
member of the Synod. He writes that $25,000 more is needed to com- 
plete the endowment of the Frick Memorial professorship of Bible. 
He asks the Synod to decide what it will do for Carthage in 1930. 
The report of the College Survey Commission of the U. L. C. A. rec- — 
ommends that Carthage be moved to a location where there are more 
Lutherans. If this is done, the college will no doubt be closer to our 
territory, and might possibly be within our geographical limits. If 
the Synod has any desire to influence the College Board in this mat- 
ter, steps should be taken in that direction at this convention. 


Statistics 


The gathering and printing of statistics may seem to be an un- 
interesting and insignificant matter. Yet it is fundamental to what 
sociologists and economists call “prevision”, which means ordinary 
foresightedness, safeguarded by experience. The Church has as good 
reasons for self-examinations and for careful planning of its future 
course as has society or business. The Statistical and Church Year 
Book Committee of the U. L. C. A. realizes the seriousness of its 
task. It offers a series of recommendations that are well worth the 
study of every pastor and delegate to this convention. While some 
of them concern the work of the synodical statisticians and secre- 
_ taries, others concern the synod as a whole. Most of them this 
Synod already observes. Those that concern the Statistical work of 
the Synod are worthy of attention here. 


One recommendation requests the constituent synods to secure 
the new Standard Parish Record Cards so that the Statistical Secre- 
tary can complete a card file for all the congregations of the Synod. 
Another requests the use of standard auxiliary congregational blanks. — 
Another requests provision for the attendance of the synodical statis- 
tician at biennial conventions of the U. L. C. A., for participation 
in the conference of statisticians held there. Another requests that 
the fiscal years of nyente, be made to correspond with the calendar 
year. 

Your president coneninben the immense amount of labor devolv- 
ing upon the statistician of the Synod. He feels that the Synod does 
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not realize what a task is the statistician’s. It involves not only the 


- gathering, reviewing, correcting, and tabulating of the parochial re- 


ports. Constant inquiries from agencies of Church, Government, and 
other institutions come to him, involving often much labor in securing 
accurate replies. Your president therefore recommends: 


1. That recognition in the form of a definite sum of money be 
given the present chairman of the statistical vscauarnans for his pains- 
taking care in fulfilling his task this year. : 


2. That the by-laws be amended to create the office of Statis- 
tical Secretary, to supplant the eo standing committee on mente 
tics. 


8. That the Statistical iesldiianivg hereafter be remunerated in 


the same amount as the recording secretary. 


4. That the statistical secretary be ex-officio a nominee for 


delegate to the biennial conventions of the U. L. C. A. 


5. That the By-laws be amended to include a provision that the 
fiscal year of the Synod shall be from January 1 to December 31. 


| The Seven Year Program 
Four of the seven years of the Program adopted in La Crosse in 


1925 have passed. In the effort to increase the membership 70% the 


Synod has every prospect of succeeding. Less optimism is warranted 
for the attainment of the financial increase of 400%. And yet it 


seems very reasonable that the giving of the Synod should easily 


attain the average per capita of about $10.00 the year. Education 
and hear-warming should accomplish this goal. Let us not desist in 
this effort. While it may seem cold to be aiming at a financial figure 
such as this, yet let us bear in mind that the money is but the symbol 


of Christ’s commission being fulfilled, and of souls being evangelized 


in the dark portions of the Earth, and of lives being regenerated in 
the Kingdom of Grace in ats — and translated to the Kingdom of 
Glory for eternity. | 

With such a sublime end in view, is it not time that the Synod 
consider the Tithe as a reasonable standard of giving. Let us not be- 
cloud th® issue by crying “legalism.” Rather let us uphold it as a 


minimum token of devotion to be given by all whose lives are in the 


hollow of a Heavenly Father’s hand. The practice is becoming more 
general every year. Evangelical preaching on the subject will avail 
to widen its observance, and only by its prevalence will the operations 
of the Church at home and abroad ever begin to measure up to God’s 


purposes.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 23, 1929.

The ninth school-year of our seminary has drawn to a close, and 
_ the commencement exercises will be held this evening. The sermon 
to the graduates was preached last Sunday by Rev. E. R. Wicklund 
in Richfield Lutheran Church, of which he is pastor, and the com- 
mencement address will be delivered by Rev. L. W. Steckel, D. D. this © 
evening at 8 o’clock in the same church. 
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The attendance during the school year has been nine seniors, 
three middlers and nine juniors, a total of twenty-one. A post- 
graduate class of eleven attended special lectures regularly twice a 
week on “The Work of the Holy Spirit”, making the total enrollment 
thirty-two.

REV. JOHN NICHOLAS LENKER, D. D. 


REV. JOHN NICHOLAS LENKER, D. D., Pastor, Mission- 
ary, Professor and Author entered into life May 16, 1929, at his home 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota, after an illness of ten weeks. Apparently 
in good health, early in the morking of March 7 he was suddenly 
stricken with paralysis. 


: HIS ANCESTORS—Dr. Lenker was born-in Sunbury, Pennsyl- 
-vania, on November 28, 1858, the son of John Bobb and Mary Ann 
Gerhart Lenker. His parents were both of the old Pennsylvania Ger- 
man stock which immigrated from Germany many years previous, 
though. on his mother’s side there was a mixture of Scotch blood. 


Our Dr. Lenker was baptized in the Presbyterian church, through 
the influence of a grandfather who was a Presbyterian. By means of 
a Lutheran Sunday School and Young People’s Society he was brought 
to the Lutheran church, in which he was confirmed, educated and or- 
dained. The families of both parents lived for many years in and 
along the Susquehanna valley, and among them have many prominent 
and influential citizens, business and professional men. One of his 
father’s brothers was a Lutheran minister and on his mother’s side 

there were several. | 


HIS EDUCATION—As a ‘boy Dr. Lenker attended the idious in 
his home town, which he completed at a very early age. He studied 
- three years at the Missionary Institute, now Susquehanna university, 

~ at Selinsgrove, only six miles from Sunbury. He finished his college 
course at Wittenberg college, Springfield, Ohio, from which he was 
graduated in 1879. After attending the Hanna Divinity school one 
year he was ordained to the Lutheran ministry in 1880 at tho age of 
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21. He, however, continued his studies at the Divinity school, from 
which he was graduated in 1881. The following year he studied at 
the university in Leipzig, Germany. 


HIS WORK—On his return from Germany Dr. Lenker’s thoughts 


were directed westward then rapidly filling up with immigrants. At 


the meeting of the Nebraska Synod in 1882 he volunteered to take up 
mission work at Grand Island without any assistance from the church 
at large. Here he labored four years, when he was called as Mission- 


ary Secretary for the West by the Board of Church Extension of the 


General Synod. He labored in this capacity for six years traveling 
over the plains of Nebraska and Kansas, and over the mountains of 
Colorado into New Mexico, organizing congregations and raising over 
$400,000 for that work. The Rocky Mountain Synod pwes its exist- 


ence to this early pioneer work. 


His travels as Missionary Secretary Beata him in contact with 
many Lutherans from many countries. This broadened his vision of 
Lutheranism and he longed to learn more about it at first hand. He 
became very much interested in the Lutheran immigrants and in their — 
countries. He felt that the Lutheran church should know more about 
itself and that the world should know more about Lutheranism. This 


feeling became a ruling passion the rest of his life, and in the early 
_ days of his late sickness he grieved because he could not continue his 


work. 

Visiting Egypt and Palestine, he spent several years siisicalious 
through Germany, Russia, the Baltic Provinces, Finland, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Norway and England. He ransacked libraries and interviewed 
many of the most prominent Lutherans in those countries. He col- 


lected a fund of information of his dear Lutheran church. In Ger- 
- many he wrote a pamphlet “Kirchliches Address fuer Amerika.” And © 
- another, “Dringende Bitte fuer Auswanderer.” 


On returning to America he published his first — work, 
“Lutherans in All Lands,” doing a large part of the mechanical work 
with his own hands. It is a work of over 840 pages brim full of his- 
torical data and statistical facts of the Lutheran Church of the world. 
It has passed through six or seven revised and enlarged editions and 
over fifteen thousand copies have been sold. It appeared also in a 
German edition, which was extensively sold in Europe and Americ1. 


In 1900 he was called to Trinity Lutheran Seminary, Blair, Ne- 
braska, as Professor of Church History, Old Testament Exegesis and 
German, but this routine did not accord with his disposition and he 


followed it only four years. In 1904 he came to Minneavolis and be- 


gan the greatest work of his life, to wit, to make Luther talk in Eng- 
lish. While visiting one of the large libraries in London he happened 
to find two or three old neglected books of Luther translated into 
English possibly before Henry VIII ascended the throne. This find 


_ suggested the thought that all Luther’s works ought to be translated 


into English as they had been into other languages, and the thought 
_ did not leave him. He engaged others to assist him in the transla- 


~ tions, while he translated large portions himself and edited the whole 
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work. Thirteen octavo volumes have been completed and as many 
more are ready for the printer and bookbinder. While many copies 
have been sold, the church at large did not er the work as 
might have been expected. : 


Some ten or twelve years ago he decided to put the racnieads 
church of the world on the map. He made maps of many of the states, 
locating Lutheran centers, institutions and congregations and giving 

statistics and other information. A few months before his demise he 
received from abroad a large and valuable amount of information 
- about the Lutheran church in Africa. At once he set to work to put 
_ the Lutheranism of Africa on the map. So enthusiastic was he in the 
matter that he worked almost night and day, but before the work\was 
quite completed he was stricken, possibly hastening his death by over- 
work. Some three or four years ago he started with putting up 
Lutheran Educational Exhibits at State Fairs. During the latter 
part of last summer he arranged, managed and financed no less than 
seven such exhibits in as many states namely, Minnesota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Montana, North and South Dakota. 


: He was constantly gathering and revising the statistics of the 

Lutheran church and of other churches and the Lutheran World Al- 
manac has largely benefited by his labors. He was the prime mover 
in the organization of the Lutheran Statistical Society and was its 
secretary since its organization. He was the first statistician to com- 
pute a statistical Lutheran World Table. 


HIS PRIVATE LIFE—tTraveling and moving about as he did, he — 
could say, “The foxes have holes and the fowls of the air have nests,” 
but I have not where to lay my head. This can be said of his church 
home as well as of the material one. He was transferred from the 
- Susquehanna to the Nebraska Synod, but while abroad this connection 
ceased. For a time he was without synodical connection, not because 
he was indifferent to synods, but because he feared membership in any 
particular synod would prejudice his work in other synods. Before 
the World War synodical feeling was far more acute than it has been 
since the several mergers. But in 1920, while serving Pentecost con- 


gregation in Minneapolis he united with our Synod and brought the 


congregation with him. On occasions of inter-pastorates he served 
for longer or shorter periods Trinity, Lindstrom, St. John’s, Stacy, 
St. John’s, Minneapolis and other places. He was, however, a man 
of all Lutheran Synods. | 


On September 18, 1919, he was united in holy wedlo:k with Miss 
Nora Cecelia Walsted, an educated and accomplished woman, who 
thoroughly sympathized with him in his work. She was born in 
Christiania, Norway, and immigrated to this country with her par- 
ents, when only five years old. This union gave Dr. Lenker a much 
appreciated home, such as he had not enjoyed since he left his par- 
ental one. His widow and daughter Mary Lutherin, an only child, 
residing in Minneapolis and three brothers and a sister in Sunbury, 
Pa., remain to mourn the loss of a beloved husband, father, and 


brother. 
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The work of Dr. Lenker was so versatile that it is not easy to 
give a proper estimate in a few words. He was a pioneer in many 
lines, as missionary, as American Lutheran Statistician, as Luther in 
English and as an exhibitor of the work of the Lutheran church at 
State Fairs and other places. In all his work he was ever above all 
most sincerely, devoted to his beloved Savior and his dear Lutheran 
Chureh, and ever eager to advance their cause. | 


The funeral service was held in Holy Trinity caaneean Church, 
Minneapolis, on May 20, which was conducted by Rev. Paul Wetzler, 
a cousin of the deceased. Rev. Willis Beck, Pastor of Holy Com- 
munion Church, of which Dr. Lenker was a member, preached the 
sermon, while other brethren representing different Lutheran church 
bodies spoke words of comfort and appreciation. Dr. Lenker’s earth- 
ly remains were laid to rest in the beautiful Lakewood cemetery, Min- 


neapolis, to await the resurrection morn. “Blessed are the dead with 


die in the Lord; they shall rest from their labors and their works do 


. follow them.” 


Pastor Zinch presented the 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LUTHERAN STUDENTS 
IN NON-LUTHERAN INSTITUTIONS _ 


Considerable work has been done among Lutheran students at 
non-Lutheran [Institutions on our territory, during the scholastic year, 


1928-29. Much of this work by its very nature cannot be tabulated. 
_ Pastors in contact with such groups all report doing what they could 


to minister to the spiritual needs of the students. Social gatherings, 
group meetings of various kinds, personal calls, invitations to the 
services and sacraments of the Church are some of the methods 
used. The Lutheran Students Association does not seem to be pros- 
pering on our territory. 

Your committee urges pastors in contact with schools of higher 


learning to get acquainted with the President, faculty and student 
body, as far as possible and to use every means to bring the Church 


to the attention of the school. Pastors who have students away from _ 


home, attending such schools should give their names to the pastors 
concerned. They should endeavour to devise some means of keeping — 
their students acquainted with what is being done in the home church, 
so that their interest there may not be entirely lost. Some congrega- 
tions feel that they are handicapped financially in carrying on a 
proper program of student work. 


Here, as elsewhere, nothing can take the place of the Word of 
God. The clear and convincing presentation of the truth as it is in 
Jesus makes its own appeal and a most powerful appeal to the stu- 
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dent mind. Students apply the same tests to religion and religious 
instruction as. they apply to every thing else, and they will respect 
the message that will meet these tests.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH 
AND CHURCH SCHOOLS 


The “Report on Parish Education,” a survey made by the regional 
secretary, Dr. C. H. B. Lewis, gives a revealing review of our prob- 
lems and possibilities in the field of child and adult education through- 
out Synod. The work of the field secretary covering the Eastern, Cen- 
tral, Western and Canada districts in a “Detailed Summary” is avail- 
able for study and review. It is a most helpful compilation, tabula- 
tion and graph study. | 
_ The three Conferences of Synod show a growing interest in the 
promotion of Teacher Training Classes, Sunday School Institutes and 
Vacation Bible Schools. The matter of Weekday Schools of Religion 
deserves a larger hearing and support. Only two of our congrega- 
tions—Lake Park, Milwaukee, and St. Matthew’s, Wauwatosa—have ~ 
established their work on a solid basis. St. Luke’s, Waukesha, enter- 
tained the 22nd annual convention of the Sunday School Convention 
of the Sunday School Teachers and Officers. A similar convention of 
Sunday School workers is planned by interested pastors for the Min- 


-neapolis area. The Montana pastors will have a School Con-. 
vention in August of this year. 


Pastor William P. Gerberding served as Dean of the ee 
Moorhead Lutheran Training School of Religious Workers, meeting 


at the Interstate Business College for a two term course October 8th 


to December 10th, January 7th to March 10th. The enrollment was. 
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100. Their printed program outlined a most course of 


instruction for presentation by professors and pastors. Credit toward 
the Standard Training Course was given. 


The fourth Milwaukee Institute was comiiabad last Fall with 
Mr. Warren Schwartz sei ing as Dean. Eight consecutive Monday 
- evenings were used. Average attendance 125. All sessions were held 
at the Church of the Reformation. A thorough course of helpful sub- 
jects was presented by pastors and expert lay leaders.

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President Gerberding presented the 
REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION BOARD 


The key word to characterize the home mission operations of the 
Synod for the past year is “Retrenchment.” Owing to dropping off 
of benevolent giving throughout the United Lutheran Church in Am- 
erica the Board of American Missions has been compelled to reduce 
its budget to a marked degree. The work in our Synod has felt this 
process keenly, as the following table will show:

While the Synod began, two years ago, to supplement the Board’s 
appropriations to certain missions to prevent abandonment of their 
fields, it too, has met the limit of its home missions budget. This 
condition has seriously retarded the expansion of the work, and is 
making necessary serious readjustments in the conduct of many of 
the missions. - 

In the light of this situation, the progress of the missions has 
been in general very gratifying. Wherever it has been at all pos- 
sible missions have accepted or even volunteered reductions in their 
appropriations, and in most instances have graciously accepted other 
readjustments recommended by the Synodical Board. ore 

Two congregations, i. e. St. John’s, Lakeville, Minnesota, and St. 
Matthew’s, Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, have become self supporting, and 
are thereby removed from the roll of missions. Redemption, Mil- 
_ waukee, was discontinued as a mission, as being too expensive in con- 
sideration of its accomplishments and croapediiite growth. 

There are 25 congregations and parishes receiving aid from the 
Board of American Missions, and five from the Synod alone. Two 
others are being served by the Field Missionaries. The accompany- 
ing table shows their condition and the achievements as of March 31, 
1929. | 
In addition to the information supplied by the table, there are a 
few items that should be considered in an evaluation of some mis- 
sions. 

MONTANA | 

FIRST, Billings. The Rev. H. N. Stoffel took charge of this 
congregation September 16, 1928. The mission did not suffer any of © 
the usual set-backs, actual or statistical, that follow a change of — 
pastorates. 

. ST. JOHN’S, Great Falls. This was the first full year in the new 

building. Its financing involved considerable sacrifice on the part of 
the congregation, but the progress would indicate a oi investment 
of the Church’s money and man-power. 
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NORTH DAKOTA 


| PARISH, Glenburn. Pastor Bakken assumed charge in October, 
1928. He reports the parish in good condition, and continued pro- 
gress is evident. The work is entirely rural, covering three congre- 


gations, including Eckman and Lansford. A new building is in pro- 


gress at Glenburn, and a purchase or construction of one is planned: ¢ at 
Eckman. 


ST. JOHN’S, Killdeer. The work at Killdeer is stable. An out- 


lying congregation, St. Luke’s, Manning, North Dakota., is included 
in this parish. The congregation there has dwindled almost to noth- 


ing, due to removals of the population. Manning is $800.00 in ar- | 


rears on the stipulated salary to the pastor. This matter demands 
attention, and should be straightened out as soon as possible. 


TRINITY, Williston. Pastor Egler, a 1928 graduate of North- 
western Seminary, took charge of Trinity September 23, 1928. This 
has long been a difficult field due to heavy indebtedness and a shifting 
population. The new pastor took hold agressively, and is optimistic 
for Trinity. 


MANITOBA 


_. FIRST, Winnipeg. The year at First Church showed substantial 
progress under Dr. Bacher’s leadership. He resigned the field in 
favor of Elkhorn, Wisconsin, effective April 1, 1929. The Congrega- 
tion has called graduate Theodore S. Rees of Northwestern Seminary, 
-who will take charge in June, 1929. 


MINNESOTA 


ST. ANDREW’S, Lincolntown. This congregation was left 
vacant in October by the removal of Rev. A. G. Riggle to Superior, 
Wisconsin. Senior student Chas. A. Miley took charge December 1, 
making his: home on the field. Progress has been substantial under 
his leadership. In connection with his work at St. Andrew’s he is 
also caring for the new Mound’s View congregation, which enables 
the parish to reduce its home mission aid $200.00. Mr. Miley has 
been called to the parish as permanent pastor after his ordination. 


EPIPHANY, Minneapolis. Although this congregation is in the 
most rapidly growing section of Minneapolis, its progress has been 
very slight. Financially it is losing ground. In the eyes of the 
Board of American Missions and of the Synodical Board a readjust- 
ment is imperative. Efforts to that end have met with no coopera- 
tion from the pastor. | : 


: ASCENSION, St. Paul. Pastor Kipps assumed charge of this 
congregation on September 9, and a long vacancy after the resigna- 
tion of the Rev. P. L. Wetzler, who accepted the call of Salem, Minne- 


° apolis, was avoided. Differing interpretations of the rubric on “con- 


firmed members” account for the apparent lack of accessions at As- 
cension. 29 accessions are reported for the year, and actually the 
congregation is making its usual progress. 
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_§$T. JOHN’S, Elkhorn. During the vacancy between January 1

ST. MARK’S, Jefferson. St. Mark’s has the unique record of 
having changed pastor’s three times in one year.

termination of the ministry of the man who had assumed charge three 


weeks previously. In spite of these rapid changes, and due, no doubt, 
in a large degree to the quality of the present pastor’s leadership, in 
a congregation that was well-founded ard of dependable character, — 


progress has continued with no perceptible retardation. 


PENTECOST, Milwaukee. Pentecost dedicated a beautiful stone 
chapel October 21, 1928, costing $55,000, with ground. The proposi- 
tion has been well financed, and the local and benevolence contribu- 


tions have not suffered as a result. 


ST. LUKE’S, Waukesha. This mission was vacant through Octo- 
ber and November. The Rev. A. A. Hahn took charge in December, 
1928. In spite of considerable dissention in the congregation, and 
some financial difficulty, the congregation is recovering its accustom- 


ed stamina, and progress may be expected from now on as formerly. 


FIRST, West Allis. This congregation was organized as “Holy 


Trinity.” It became vacant in September, 1928, and the Rev. J. 


Richard Olson took charge September 9th. Great progress has taken | 


place since that time. The church in which the congregation had 


been worshipping was purchased for $17,000, including a parsonage. 
The church has been entirely renovated since, and made more valua- 
ble. The congregation was incorporated as “First English,” in order 
to avoid confusion with a local “Holy Trinity” of another denomina- 
tion. The total accessions through the year are considerably greater 

than the net gains shown on the table. | 


TRINITY, West Bend. At the Rye of the successful year re- 
ported in the accompanying table, the Rev. Willis Beck resigned to 
accept the call of Holy Communion Church, Minneapolis. Graduate 
Raymond Groth has been called and will take charge: when ordained. 


TRINITY, Kenosha, Wis. This mission held no services: during 
the summer of 1928, due to lack of a meeting place. A commodious 
brick bungalow chapel, valued with ground at $11,500, financed large- 


‘ly by the help of Grace Church, Kenosha, was dedicated October 7th, 


and has been used by the congregation since. Field Missionary A. C. 
Baughman has developed the work to the _ where it is — to 
issue a call for its own pastor. 
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SYNODICAL MISSIONS 


REDEEMER, Livingston, Montana, has come so close to self- 
support that it was transferred from the Board of American. Missions 
to the budget of the Synodical Board. | 


ST. LUKES, Farmington, Minnesota, has been shifted from pillar 
to post for several years. Student Goodwin T. Olson began to sup- 
ply its pulpit in January, 1927, and from that time forward it has 
had a steady growth. The congregation applied for aid from the 
Synod, and issued a call to Mr. Olson, who graduates from North- 
western Seminary this year. Because of the unusual record of 
achievement in that time, the Board has given the congregation an 
appropriation and Mr. Olson will take charge after ordination. 


HILES-ARGONNE, Wisconsin. This parish, under the leader- 
ship of the Rev. Matthew Haas, who took charge immediately after 
his ordination at the 1928 convention, has lived up-to expectations, 
and has given the village of Hiles regular spiritual ministrations it 
could not otherwise have had. There is always a possibility in such 
a community that its only industry may be abandoned and the popu- 
lation forced to leave. The work has been affected by such a fear in 
recent months, but the pastor has stood by loyally, on the principle 
that the Church should be the last to leave.in time of panic or com- 
munity disaster. The fear has not yet proven to be well grounded. 


| MANOR CHURCH, Robbinsdale, Minn. This is the newest mis- 

sion of the Synod, organized in March, 1929, by Field Missionary D. 
H. Shelhart.. It is located in a preferred residence district just out- 
side the city limits of Minneapolis, and is the only church that can 
possibly serve this community of some 250 homes. It shows all the 
evidences of substantial organization and of an excellent missionary 
spirit. A lot has been donated by a real estate company, and the 
congregation is purchasing a building that can readily be transformed 
into a chapel without cost to the Board of Synod. ~« 


GENERAL 


THE FIELD MISSIONARIES. The Rev. A.:C. Baughman, be- 
sides developing Trinity, Kenosha, has made a thorough survey of 
Milwaukee and some of its suburbs, and plans to enter Shorewood 
and Whitefish Bay as soon as Trinity has called a pastor, possibly 
June 1, There are other fields in and about Milwaukee under his 
eye, and given adequate financial support, he believes several missions 
could be established in a very short time. With that in view he has 
rallied the laymen of Milwaukee about him in the organization of the 
Milwaukee Church Extension Society, which has as its primary pur- 
pose the financing of church sites in prospective mission flelds. The 
Brotherhoods of some Wisconsin churches have cooperated in provid- 
ing him with an automobile for the better prosecution of his work. 


Field Missionary Shelhart, for Minnesota, has been on the field 
approximately a year. His first work was south of Lake Harriett, 
Minneapolis, where a Sunday school of some 35 children was gather- 
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ed and conducted all through the winter. Difficulty was found in se- 
curing the interest of sufficient adults to warrant the organization 
of a congregation, and after six month’s trial, the point was aban- 
doned. Meanwhile, however, he had been requested to begin Sunday 


School work in McNair Manor, at the Northwest corner of the city, 
and Manor Church is the result. In addition to this work, he has: 


canvassed St. Louis Park, and finds a promising field for mission 
work west of Lake Calhoun, which he recommends to the Synodical 


Board for an opening of services. 


THE FIELDS. The missions on the Western Conference are to- 
day in better condition than for many years. We have cause to re- 
joice in the foresight of those who planned that work, and in the 
perserverance and sacrifice of those who have carried it on through 
many discouragements. No doubt there is room for great expansion 
in that section of our territory, and we must ever be on the alert to 
extend the Kingdom where the Gospel is not heard. 

In the Central Conference there is an apparent pause in our mis- 
sions’ wonted progress. This is due largely no doubt to a wave of 


economic depression which not only has reduced the income of the 


people that compose our present mission membership and prospects, 


but has also put a stop to the influx of population into the cities. 


There is no doubt that these conditions will mend eventually, but 
meantime the Church must be content if progress is slow, and re- 
adjustments are made, so long as the Gospel is faithfully and regular- 
ly preached to those who look to us for its ministrations. 


No doubt the greatest field for missionary activity at the present 
time is in Milwaukee and environs. All of our Wisconsin missions 


are showing sound development. Fields there are ripe unto the har- | 


vest, and the Lord of the Harvest still calls upon us to “lift up your 
eyes” and to “pray” and to “reap.” May the spirit of a Frick never 
depart from this Synod. | : 


A HOME MISSIONS COUNCIL. At a meeting of representa- 
tives of eight synodical Home Mission Boards operating upon our 
territory, held in Minneapolis, February 26, articles of agreement for 
the formation of a Lutheran Home Mission Council were drawn up. 
The Board of this synod was represented by its secretary, its treas- 
urer, and the Rev. Drs. Bacher and Steckel. Its purpose 1s consulta- 
tion and cooperation in Home Mission work, specifically to avoid fric- 
tion and duplication, and to assist in the adjustment of controversies 
that may arise from time to time. A successful consummation of 
this plan should be hailed with joy in this Synod. The rapid anglic- 
izing of our fellow Lutherans means either keen competition or a 


-more effective promulgation of “the Faith of the Fathers in the 


Language of the Children.” The former means a spear-thrust in the 
Body of Christ; its alternative demands mutual respect and active 
cooperation. It is not hard to make a choice. From the viewpoint

In the presence of 500 delegates and fully as many visitors the 
sixth biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church in America 
was opened with an inspiring sermon by its president, the Rev. F. H. 
Knubel, D. D. LL. D., who chose as his text, Eph. 1:22, “Gave Him to 
be Head over all things to the Church.” His theme was “Church 
Powerhouses.” After communion and formal opening the convention 
‘proceeded in a serious and consecrated vein to the business of the 
hour. The official roll showed that 270 of a possible 271 clergymen 
and 239 out of an equal number of laymen were present. ) 


: Through the Daily Lutheran, The Lutheran and the printed min- 
utes the Church has been acquainted with the doings of this body.

THE vegetated OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE SEVEN | 
YEAR PROGRAM 


Your committee has endeavored to carry out its charge of stim- 
ulating the activities of the congregations toward the attainment of 
the goal set at LaCrosse in 1925, when the Seven Year Program was 
adopted. It has held three meetings in the year at which much time 
was spent in prayer for the objectives of the Synod and where the 
subjects of evangelism and stewardship have been studied. 

Its members, assisted by other pastors of the Synod, conducted 
a Synod-wide inspirational campaign in October and November, dur- 
ing which the majority of the congregations of the Synod were visited 
by one or two speakers who preached on the general theme of the 
constraining love of Christ with reference to the benevolences of the 
Synod. 

Outstanding among its achievements has been the work of the 
Sunday School committee in the encouragement and assistance direct- 
ed toward the Every Member Canvass in the Sunday Schools of the 
Synod. The following chart of the benevolences from Sunday Schools 
furnished by the treasurer of the Synod illustrates the success of this 
effort:
